OF SCHOOLS 


To the Pittsfield School Board and Citizens: 
Herewith I respectfully submit my tenth annual report 
as superintendent of schools. 


TEACHERS 


On page 62 is a list of teachers for the present school 
year together with their positions: 


PROMOTIONS 

During the year 265 elementary and 106 high school 
pupils were promoted to the next grade, and 13 elementary 
and 13 high school pupils, 6.6 per cent, were not promoted. 
Pittsfield’s record was slightly better than that for the state 
as a whole. Of all pupils in the state 7.18 per cent were not 
promoted. The highest per cent of non-promotions is 
usually in the first grade into which pupils are received 
solely on the basis of age. Nearly always several in this 
grade therefore are entirely unfit to-do regular work be- 
cause of mental immaturity. With few exceptions the 
pupils in other grades, however, have a good chance of 
doing the work of the grade because they have met certain 
scholastic requirements in order to get promoted into the 
grade. I believe a considerable saving in supplies, teacher 
energy, and pupil discouragement could be made by ad- 
mitting only those pupils under six years and six months 
old who have a mental age of at least five years and six 
months as shown by careful testing. Many school systems 
are now using with satisfaction this method of selecting 
pupils for admission.

These figures are particularly significant in the following 
Tespects : 


1. The average membership last year at the high school 
increased by 20 over the previous year. 

2. The regularity of attendance as shown by the per 
cent of attendance and tardiness was well above the state 
average. 

3. Seven more out-of-town pupils attended the high 
school than the previous year. 

4, Citizens visited the schools more than twice as much 
—the number of visits being 671 for the year as compared 
with 303 for the year before. 


EMPLOYMENT CERTIFICATES 
No employment certificates for children fourteen to six- 
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teen were issued during the school year from July 1, 1931, 
to June 30, 1932. This is the first school year since the 
first certificate was issued on April 26, 1911, that no child 
from fourteen to sixteen years of age has accepted employ- 
ment in some business establishment in town. Little of the 
industrial work in this community is done by children under 
ixteen. The census figures given above show that they 
are in school. 


STATE SCHOLARSHIP Day 

On the first Saturday in May each year the State Board 
of Education arranges for scholarship contests at the two 
state normal schools. Ninety teams, each consisting of 
three pupils, representing forty-five different high schools ~ 
went to Keene, and seventy-four teams representing thirty- 
eight different high schools went to’ Plymouth to compete 
in algebra, arithmetic, chemistry, English grammar, French, 
home economics, Latin, physics, place geography, plane 
geometry, spelling, and United States constitutional history. 
Pittsfield sent a team consisting of Frances Clough, Pauline 
Lougee, and Martha Osgood to compete in Enghsh gram- 
mar. They won third place out of eighteen teams compet- 
ing with a score of 282 while Laconia had a score of 291 
and Robinson Seminary, 286. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

Due to lack of funds little work has been done during 
the past year on school buildings and equipment. The 
major improvement was made to the high school assembly 
hall where a ceiling was put up and the electric lighting 
changed. The heating of that room now is not a difficult 
problem and the lighting is much better, but part of the 
walls in this room are still dark red. They should be 
painted a light color to match the other walls in the build- 
ing in order to save pupils’ eye sight as well as electricity. 

In order to provide room for the large entering class this 
assembly hall was equipped as a classroom. New shades 
on the south side, thirty new movable desks, two new 
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movable blackboards, and a steel bookcase were installed. 
The use of this room in this way is working out quite satis- 
factorily as a makeshift plan. 

In planning for the care of our school buildings we 
should keep in mind that none of them are new. The 
buildings and much of the equipment are constantly in need 
of repair. At the Memorial school considerable plaster 
in both rooms and in the hall has already fallen and more 
is loose and a constant danger to children and teachers. 
By patching these ceilings can be made to do until summer, 
but then they should be permanently repaired, preferably 
by being covered with insulating board. 

At this building and at the high school the closet flush 
tanks are badly worn and in frequent need of repair. Next 
summer these should be thoroughly overhauled and put into 
good condition. As the number of closet bowls at the 
Memorial school is nearly double the number at the high 
school, I suggest that when they are repaired, two of the 
closet outfits be moved to the high school building. The 
two closet bowls in the boys’ toilet and the three in the 
girls’ toilet are far from adequate for 140 people. 

The concrete grading around all three buildings has be- 
come so weather worn that the foundations are threatened. 
This should receive immediate attention. 


SomME HicH SCHOOL FIGURES 

A study of a few pertinent figures regarding high school 
costs I believe will reveal some interesting tendencies. 
Last year I published in my report figures showing the 
average membership for the past thirty years. Let us look 
at some of these in relation to some corresponding cost 
figures, taking only a few to avoid confusion. (Jn the 
following table all fractions have been dropped.)

We observe that: . 

1. The enrollment has approximately doubled since 
twelve years ago. 

2. The per cent of increase in the number of Pittsfield 
pupils has been greater than in the number of non-resident 
pupils. 

3. The per cent of increase in tuition receipts has greatly 
exceeded the per cent of increase in local cost. 

4. The cost to Pittsfield for each Pittsfield pupil has 
dropped nearly 50 per cent. 

5. The cost to Pittsfield for each Pittsfield pupil except 
for one year has far exceeded the cost to other towns for 
each pupil they sent to Pittsfield High school. I wish to 
raise for your consideration this question: 

“Do the above figures show that the high school costs are 
fairly distributed ?” 

In 1931-32 of the 83 public high schools in the state the 
median school spent about $35.00 per pupil more than 
Pittsfield did, and only one school spent less. Such low 
cost means large classes and inadequate equipment as com- 
pared with other schools. In this connection permit me to 
raise this question: 

“Can Pittsfield afford to continue to so drasticly limit its 
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high school facilities and spread its educational efforts so 
thin?” 

The quality of instruction Pittsfield boys and girls will 
receive during the coming years will be determined to a 
large extent by the way these questions are answered. 


DRAKE ATHLETIC FIELD 


I believe the people of Pittsfield will be sufficiently in- 
terested in the following letter to justify its inclusion in 
this report. 


Manchester, N. H., December 30, 1932 
DEaR SIR: 

I am in receipt of your favor of yesterday in regard to 
the estate of Georgia B. Carpenter, who willed $30,000 to 
the Pittsfield Town School District to be held in trust, and 
the income thereof to be paid each year for the benefit and 
upkeep of Drake Athletic Field. This fund is to be known 
as the Georgia Butters Drake Carpenter Endowment Fund. 

The estate will probably not be settled for about six 
months. It will depend somewhat on the market for stocks 
and bonds.

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HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


The courses of study have been unchanged from last 
year’s and the school has been fortunate in the reconstruc- 
tion and reorganization of its teaching force. Some addi- 
tional attention has been given to physical education. A 
new feature has been the organization of the “Assemblies,” 
so-called. There are two of these and each pupil is an 
active member of one or the other. Once a month each 
“Assembly” presents a half-hour literary program, with 
the other “Assembly” as its guest. The school has shown 
much interest in these events and the project has proved 
both pleasing and profitable. 

One hundred thirty-nine pupils have been enrolled in a 
building designed to accommodate about half this number. 
Practices of tidiness and thrift in the use of books and 
supplies have been duly emphasized, also diligence in busi- 
ness and proper respect for the rights of others. It has 
been the aim of the school to attain to the spirit of the 
carefully planned and intelligently directed workshop. 

Idleness in school has been the exception; but at a liberal 
estimate, forty per cent of the pupils have done at home 
from too little to no work at all on their studies. Since 
pupils of ordinary ability need to do some two hours a day 
of home work upon their studies to assure good progress, 
it is evident that the standard of class accomplishment tends 
to be kept on a plane below what should be. 

Careful consideration of problems attending the transi- 
tion of pupils from eighth grade to high school reveals the 
fact that quite a number each year are ill fitted for the work 
before them. If our high school were able to offer practi- 
cal arts courses, this number would be smaller. On first 
impulse one engaged in high school work would say, “Keep 
every pupil at his grade work until he has made a good 
success of each and every part of it; then when he comes 
to high school, he will be able to go on successfully.” This 
policy might be beneficial in some cases, but it surely would 
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be unwise and impractical in others. The most capable 
and experienced students of grade problems look with dis- 
favor upon repetitions because of their stagnating effects. 
The lower the grade, the more likely the benefit from repeti- 
tion; but when a pupil who has reached seventh or eighth 
grade is required to repeat, he is likely either to think him- 
self maltreated or to be truly discouraged, and he will give 
up school if he can. This, however, is certain: If the re- 
cent practice of promoting to high school is to be continued, 
provision should be made for separating those capable of 
doing high school work from those who show themselves 
lacking this capability; and the latter should constitute a 
class by themselves in those subjects in which they are 
deficient, doing such work as they need to do in order to 
enter upon the work rightfully belonging to high school 
with fair prospects of success. _ | 

In the last generation employment conditions affecting 
boys and girls of fourteen to eighteen years have been 
greatly changed. Thirty years ago young people of these 
ages usually had little trouble in finding plenty to do. Not 
so today, and the best place for these youngsters in 1933 
would seem to be in school; for otherwise most of them 
would be hanging round acquiring habits of idleness, if not 
something worse. The majority of careful thinkers in the 
field of American Education believe we have arrived at a 
stage of social development that requires of our schools, 
and particularly our high schools, the function of being a 
place of safety, a stronghold of physical, mental, moral 
welfare for one and all, until the days of early manhood 
and womanhood are reached, when more positive purposes 
have to be formed and more immediate prospects of profit- 
able employment are discoverable. And inasmuch as the 
expenses of the schools are met by public taxation, it ap- 
pears but just that the school should be organized and 
administered in a way calculated to serve the interests of 
the greatest number of its pupils in the best manner 
possible. 
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On the other hand, what about the interests of the one in 
ten or fifteen who is blessed with extraordinary ability and 
high aspiration and who would set his face collegeward? 
Is the school to turn its back on its one-time proud history 
as a college preparatory institution or should its eye be 
kept steadily on the goal of fitting for college the few who 
may be regarded as probably “of more value than many 
sparrows?” Shall we look narrowly upon our schools as 
existing for Pittsfield alone or shall we think of them as a 
fundamental instrumentality, however small, in world 
progress? Certain it is that less than one-tenth of the boys 
and girls sent to college from Pittsfield High school in its 
forty-three years have returned to town to apply their 
superior talent and training to Pittsfield’s advancement, but 
a goodly number of them have given and are giving a 
splendid account of themselves elsewhere. Who can say 
what Pittsfield might have been today if that ability could 
have been utilized within the Old Home Town? 

Here, then, are the two objectives—the college prepara- 
tory, and the generally and locally practical. Which shall 
it be? For with the present equipment and teaching force 
of Pittsfield High school, and with little or no disposition 
on the part of the tax payers to furnish financial support 
for additions to these, the attainment of more than one of 
these objectives is precluded.

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REPORT OF MUSIC INSTRUCTOR

DEAR SIR: 

In this, my fifth annual report to you, I wish to point out 
that it is my aim to give, in so far as possible, to the pupils 
in the Pittsfield schools a course in music education which 
is balanced, and which contains some of all the phases of 
the art of music. While song singing is still the backbone 
of music as taught in the schools, it is really only an en- 
trance door to the art itself and therefore we must consider 
the technical, instrumental and appreciation branches in our 
instruction. 

As always, syllable reading and technical drill continues 
but these are being linked more closely with the apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful and the understanding of musical 
literature. The reaction of the pupils is most pleasing, and 
I sincerely believe that the children thoroughly enjoy their 
music and that it is to them a vital living thing and not 
merely something to be endured. 

Since my report of last year, the instrumental work has 
progressed satisfactorilyx The combined classes gave both 
an afternoon and evening concert in the theatre which was 
heartily supported by the parents and friends. This same 
group, fifty-eight in number, went to Manchester and broad- 
cast a short program. ‘To say that this was valuable to the 
children is putting it mildly. These classes are being con- 
tinued this year, and already many show promise of a future 
before them in the world of music. From these classes a 
school band of thirty pieces was organized in the fall, and 
this group made a fine showing in our education day parade. 

The Music History and Appreciation class in the high 
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school is, as before, elective for the Junior class. This 
year this class is larger than ever before. I believe that 
this class should be made compulsory for I feel that we are 
losing from this group, because of the lack of knowledge 
of the importance of it, the very ones which need it the 
most. 

The chorus classes in the high school have been reorgan- 
ized and divided so that we now have two distinct groups. 
This is a great improvement over the classes of the years 
past, and makes possible a glee club type of work for the 
advanced group which is a decided advantage. From this 
group has been organized a double mixed quartet with the 
hope that it may become a permanent organization to foster 
singing for the love of making beautiful music and a stim- 
ulus to the entire group to become more proficient in this 
type of work. A high school orchestra is rehearsing reg- 
ularly, and we hope to have this group make their first 
public appearance soon. At last I feel that music education 
in the high school has come into its own and that now the 
course in the Pittsfield schools compares very favorably 
with that offered in the other schools of the state. 

With sincere appreciation of the fine co-operation given 
me by the superintendent, the school board, the teachers, the 
pupils and the townspeople I respectfully submit this 
report.

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use of them. The courts were in poor condition most of 
the summer, due to inadequate care and constant use. The 
tennis tournaments were again successful, with more then 
one hundred participating.

The work for the girls, under the direction of Miss 
Emma Adams was again of excellent caliber. Activities 
such as story hour, basket-making, crocheting of hats, 
covering vases with beautiful designs and a very enjoyable 
game hour entered into the girls program. The results of 
these classes were placed on exhibition at Trace’s store. 

Physical education is a vital and integral part of the 
educational field. It must, therefore, measure up to and 
meet the standards and requirements set for other courses 
in the curriculum. 

It is with this thought in mind that the Athletic Badge 
tests for boys and girls have been prepared by the Play- 
ground and Recreation Association of America. 

The thoughts embodied in the badge tests are: 


1. Every boy ought to be physically efficient. 

2. Every girl should have poise and control over her 
body. 

3. Every boy and girl should be able to attain a mini- 
mum physical standard. 

4. Every boy and girl passing the test is authorized to 
wear this badge which stands for physical efficiency. 

5. The boys and girls who are physically efficient are 
preparing themselves for efficient citizenship later. 

6. Boys and girls from every part of America are pass- 
ing the same tests and wearing the same badges. 


These tests, based on activities such as jumping, climb- 
ing, throwing, and running, have been put into use at the 
playground with marked success. There are three tests, 
each one successively more difficult, with certificate and 
badge for those that qualify. For the year 1932, eleven 
boys and fourteen girls have qualified.
